Cotton Picker 


Demonstrated 


STONEVTLLE Miss., Aug. 31.— 


(IP)—The 
first 
demonstration of 


the Rust mechanical cotton picker 
today left farm experts uncertain 
of its effects on the South's agri- 
cultural future. 
' 


Two of the 
experts predicted 
the machine, if successful, would 
bring an end to 
small 
cotton 
farms, 
but 
E. 
C. Westbrook, 


Georgia cotton specialist, was not 
alarmed. 
"It is impossible to predict the 


ultimate result of mechanical cot- 
ton picking," Westbrook said. "It 
would be far 
reaching but 
it 


might not displace tenant labor 
as much as some observers fear. 
I believe the two can be co-ordi- 
nated." 
The machine was invented by 


Mack and John Rust, of Memphis, 
Tenn. It is powered by tractor 
and as It passed down the rows 
of cotton, the plants pass into an 
inverted trough. More than 1.300 
moistened spindles, rotating on a 
drum, strip the cotton from the 
plants. From the trough the cot- 
ton is blown through a funnel- 
shaped pipe into a hamper. 


UNABLE PROSECUTE 
NEGRO WHO CLAIMS 


BE ONLY THIRTEEN 


Crop Conditions Now 
Indicate Production 
Sixty Thousand Bales 


By JOHN BUNCH 


Crop conditions at the present time indicate a pro- 


duction of 60,000 bales or more of .cotton in Navarro 
county this year. This is compared with 52,288 bales in 
1935, 46,988 in 1934 and 70,898 in 1933, the years that 
the government reduction program lias been in effect. 
The average production in the county from 1920 to 1932 
inclusive was 78,858 bales per year with a top produc- 
tion of 99,056 in 1920. The lowest .production in that 
period was 50,898 in 1921. The average production since 
the government program started is 56,724 bales yearly. 


Large Income Indicated. 


Based on a production of 60,000 bales the indicated 


income of the farmers in Navarro county this year will 
be $4,750,000 from the cotton crop alone at the present 
prices for cotton and cotton seed. The income from 60,- 
000 bales at 12 cents per pound will be $3,600,000. Seed 
at the present price of $30 per ton will bring approxi- 
mately $750,000. There is no definite way of determin- 
ing at this time the money to be received from the gov- 
ernment for reduction of cotton acreage, but conserva- 
tive estimate would be $400,000 since the farmers re- 
ceived approximately a half million dollars last year 
from that source. Work sheets in.the conservation pro- 
gram have been prepared and sent to headquarters but 
have not returned. It is not known definitely how many 
of the farmers will comply with the regulations when 
they return but C. C. Morris, county agent, estimated 
that two-thirds would comply. He also said that where 
compliance was made the amount received 
this 
year 


would aproximate that received last year. That is the 
basis for the estimate of $400,000 from that source. 


Increase In Acreage. 


There has been considerable In 
crease in cotton acreage this year 
over last. The increase In acre 
age combined with the genera 
condition of the crop leads to an 
estimate of 60,000 bales or more 
depending to a great extent upon 
weather and other conditions ex 
Isting during the 
remainder o 


the season.

cotton than usual this year, es 
pecially In the Black Hills-Barrj 
section.

The shooting 
occurred 
when 


the officers sought to arrest the 
brothers at their mining claim, 
35 miles north of Yreka, on an 
assault charge brought by Cap- 
tain Seaborn and his friend and 
vacation companion, Charles Ba- 
ker.

be classified by the high school 
principal before September 4 
if

opening day of school. The other 
duties of the 
principal on the 


opening day will likely delay new 
adiplssions after that date. Since

Planning Your High School Work 


Parents should keep in touch 


with the schools 
and 
should 


advise with their children about 
the best selection of courses to 
take in high school. Many pu- 
pils fails to get admission to the 
college or university which they 
desire because they fail to do a 
high quality of work 
in

school, or because tfiey do not 
choose the courses which will fit 
them for that particular institu- 
tion. The; requirements for college 
entrance are not identical In ev- 
ery case.

Four of 'these units 
must be In English, two in his- 
tory (world history and Ameri- 
can history), one In science and 
two in mathematics.

Farmers of Navarro county were 


warned Monday morning by C. C. 
Morris, county agent, to be on 
the lookout for the second crop 
of leaf worms and take the neces- 
sary steps to control them to pre- 
vent damage to the cotton crop. 
The county agent said the pest was 
prevalent in practically every com- 
munity in Navarro county . and 
the rains and showers are expect- 
ed to make the situation worse. 


"The situation is not alarming 


at the present time," Mr. Morris 
said, "but we want to save as 
much of the crop as possible." 


The county agent said the first 


crop of leaf worms usually did 
not do a great deal of damage. 


It was the second that did 
extensive damage to the cot- 
He said to watch the insects 


and control them by poisoning. 


When questioned as to the pres- 


ent condition of the cotton crop 
in Navarro county, Morris stated 
that cotton is holding up much 
better during the past week since 
cooler nights have been experi- 
enced and that the "deterioration 
of the crop has tremendously les- 
sened." 


Mr. Morris outlined poisoning 


methods for the control of the 
leaf worms. One method is from 
5 to 8 pounds of calcium or lead 
arsenate per acre for the dusting 
method. 
The dusting 
should be 


done early in the morning as 
there is some dew and the wind 
is not generally blowing at that 
time. He suggested the adding of 
7 or 8 pounds of Paris Green to 
100 pounds of arsenate. 
The spray method 
is 
three 


pounds of arsenate to 50 gallons 
of water. Keep the solution well 
stirred. Morris also suggested a 
spray method of one and 
one- 


half pounds of lime and a sim- 
ilar amount of Paris Green to 50 
gallons of water-. 


The county agent said it was 


useless to spray or dust the poi- 
sOn on the-cotton before the leaf 
worms hatched, and urged that 
the . roducers watch their crops 
to determine the proper time. In 
the event that It rains within 24 
hours after the poison has been 
applied, it will be necessary 
to 


duplicate the work as the rain 
will wash off the poison.

Charles A. Lindbergh's 


public appearance at Co- 
penhagen, as a co-worker 
with 
Dr. 
Alexis Carrel, 


showing the operation of 
the "mechanical heart" in- 
vented by him, showed the 
great flyer to the world in 
a new light The career of 
this young genius has en- 
tered a new phase, which 
may be as great as the first. 


Lindbergh is as much in- 


terested now in his purely 
scientific work as he ever 
was in flying. Reports from 
Denmark represented him 
as "laboring in the labora- 
tory day and night, so that 
they almost have to force 
him to leave his work to 
eat and sleep. He is always 
trying to find a weak spot 
where his invention may be 
improved." 


This strange invention is 


a device which, by imitating 
the action of the 
heart, 


pumping a chemical mix- 
ture that is an artificial 
substitute for natural blood, 
will nourish and keep alive 
physical tissues and organs 
as if they were still in the 
living body. Thus it helps 
scientists 
to 
learn more 


about living matter 
and 


serve mankind better. 


It is remarkable that two 


geniuses should be so close- 
ly associated in a work like 
this. Dr. 
Carrel, famous 


French - American biologist 
of the Rockefeller Institute, 
first 
showed 
that 
flesh 


could be kept 
alive 
and 


growing 
outside 
of 
the 


body. Thus he has kept a 
bit of chicken heart alive for 


nnearly a quarter of a cen- 
tury—far more than the 
natural life of a chicken. He 
says there is no apparent 
reason why 
living 
tissue 


should ever die, though he 
doesn't 
expect 
to make 


chickens or men immortal. 


Much 
more 
may come 


from this association. Some 
notion of the possibilities 
can be gained from Carrel's 
great book, "Man the Un- 
known," which 
seeks 
to 


turn the minds of intelligent 
people seriously to a study 
of the whole nature, powers 
and destiny of 
man. 
At 


present, he says, civilized 
man 
understands 
almost 


everything except; himself. 
He and Lindbergh may be 
the beginning of the chosen 
group of experts — biolog- 
ists, psychologists, and so 
on—that Carrell hopes will 
devote themselves to such 
a comprehensive study for 
perhaps a hundred years, so 
that man from then on may 
know what he is and what 
he's about.

HEALTH INFORMATION 
BENEFIT TO PARENTS 


Information of Interest to' par- 
ents, concerning their duty toward 
their children who will start to 
school un Monday, September 7, 
was compiled by Mrs. J. W. Ad- 
ams, R. N., school nurse, and an- 
nounced today from the office of 
Superintendent W. H. Norwood. 
All parents are urged to read Mrs. 
McAdams' article and co-operate 
with the schools in protecting the 
child's health. Following is the 
Information as announced today: 
Now that school days are nearly 
here, it is the responsibility of 
the parents to see that their chil- 
dren are ready for school. It Is 
not fair to the school or to the 
child to send him to school unless 
he is as physically fit as he can 
be made. 
Children with diseased tonsils 
should have them removed before 
school 
begins. 
Defective 
teeth 
should receive attention 
of the 


family dentist. Every child should 
be immunized against diphtheria 
and vaccinated against smallpox. 
Those children having defective 
vision should be treated or fitted 
with glasses before the added 
strain of school life is placed up- 
on his eyes. 
Skin Diseases Should Be Cured 
Skin diseases shrould be cured, 
as no child with suspicious skin 
lesion will be allowed to remain 
In school without a 
certificate 
from a physician stating said con- 
dition is not contagious. 
Any defects of eyelids, such as 
granulation will require a doctor's 
approval. 
Children exposed to tuberculosis 
at any time will also be required 
to have a certificate, 
Health habits such as the re- 
quired number of hours of sleep, 
balanced meals, and daily proper 
elimination should be well estab- 
lished before the child starts to 
school. 
It is advisable that every child, 


whether he is a beginner or in 
high school, have a yearly phy- 
sical examination, and any defects 
found corrected. 
Much loss of time from school 
and much 
impairment 
to 
the 
child's health can be prevented by 
getting him ready for school dur- 
ing vacation. 
The Corsicana Public Schools 


do much toward the protection of 
the child's health after he starts 
to school and merit the co-opera- 
tion of the parents • in the health 
program.

MAKES NO DEMAND ON 
NOR- 


WAY, 
HOWEVER, FOR RE- 


TURN TO RUSSIA 


MOSCOW, Aug. 29.—(;P>-The 
Soviet government today official- 
ly demanded that Norway expel 
Leon Trotzky, the exiled Russian 
Bolshevist leader. 


A government note handed to 
the Norwegian 
foreign minister 


by the Soviet representatives In 
Oslo read: 
"The 
Soviet 
government 
ex- 
pects the Norwegian government 
will not delay measures to de- 
prive Trotzky of further 
refuge 
in Norwegian territory." 
There was no indication, how- 
ever, that the Soviet government 
had demanded the exile's return 
to Russia. 
The note made plain that Nor- 
way's 
refusal 
would 
prejudice 
good relations between the two 
governments and would be con- 
sidered a violation of interna- 
tional law. 
It was further stated 
in 
the 
note: "On Dec. 1, 1934, Comrade 
Sergl Kiroff, a Soviet government 
official, was killed. 
"An investigation proved 
the 


murder was committed by a mem- 
ber of a terroristic organization, 
the purpose of which was to or- 
ganize terroristic activities against 
members of the Soviet government 
and its leaders. 


Claim Trotzky Organizer. 
"This was proven in the 1934 
trial of the assassin. Additional 
investigation and the trial in Au- 
gust established that tho terror- 
istic organization was organized 
under the initiative of Trotzky, 
now living in Norway, who gave 
detailed instructions to his fol- 
lowers in the U. S. S. R- for the 
assassination of Stalin and Kle- 
mehti 
Vorodhiloff, 
Lazarus M. 


Kagonovich und G. K. Ordzho- 
nlkldza nnd others high in govern- 
ment officialdom." 
The note continued: "For this 


purpose Trotzky sent agents from 
abroad into the Soviet union. 
"All of the 
above mentioned 


facts were confirmed in open trial 
in August, 1936, by all the 
de- 


fendants, 
adherents and agents 


of Trotzky. 
"Thus It also can be 
estab- 


lished that Trotzky, who is liv- 
ing in Norway is the organizer and 
leader of terroristic activities de- 
signed to kill members of the 
Soviet government." 


Meanwhile Norway held Trotzky 
under polioe guard in his home 
but found it lacked power to ex- 
pel the one-time Russian revolu- 
tionary leader until another na- 
tion volunteers to admit him. 
Trotzky's two secretaries were 
deported today but it was learn- 
ed authorities had omitted to as- 
certain that the 
former 
Soviet 
war minister had a return visa 
when he arrived here last sum- 
mer from France. 
Consequently, authorities 
said, 
Trotzky would have to remain Iri 
Norway until another haven is of- 
fered. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 29.— 
Soviet government today demand- 
ed that Nonvay expel Leon Trot- 
zky, 
b"ut did not ask his return to 


Russia. 
Tha Soviet instructed Jts repre- 
sentatives in Oslo to make de- 
mands on the Norwegian govern- 
ment, charging that Trotzky broke 
his pledge not' to engage in coun- 
ter-revolutionary plots during his 
nsylum in Norway.

Fe^d Looks Fair. 
Feed crops have been fair this 
year. Some of the early corn pro- 
duced well, much better than was 
anticipated early in the season. 
Hegari, maize, sorghum and oth- 
er row crops were good. 
Hay 


crops were also good. On an aver- 
age the county will make plenty 
of feed for i\ext year, which is 
an enormous saving. 
In 
some 
sections where abnormal condi- 
tions existed 
the feed crop is 


light. 
Most of the feed crops have 


been harvested and put away in 
fine shape. Some of the corn has 
been gathered and the remainder 
will be as soon as the cotton pick- 
Ing rush is over. 
There is no way of arriving 


at the value of the feed crop In 
this county as only a small per 
cent will be marketed. The value 
of the feed crop is based primar- 
ily on the savings to the farm- 
ers. If feed has to fee bought to 
make a crop the expense is enor- 
mous and runs the cost of pro- 
duction to almost prohibitive fig- 
ures, especially with 
the 
high 
prices prevailing at present. Most 
of the farmers in Navarro county 
had plenty of feed to make this 
crop and some to sell at the be- 
ginning of the season. In 
fact 


more feed was sold 
from 
last 
year's crop than in years in this 
section. 
High prices for cattle and hogs 
have brought thousands of dollars 
of 
additional revenue 
to 
the 


farmers 
and 
stockmen of Na- 
varro county through the year. 
Much additional income is ex- 
pected from that source as fall 
marketing continues. 
Combining a good cotton crop, 
a good feed crop, aid from the 
government through the conser- 
vation program and the expected 
good prices the farmers of Na- 
varro county will be In expellent 
condition when 
the 
harvesting 
season is over. 


NEED FOR FIXED 


NATIONAL POLICY 


URGEDJY PARKER 


EIGHTH CORPS AREA COM- 
MANDER ADDRESSED STATE 


LEGION CONVENTION 


BEAUMONT, Aug. 31.—(ff>—The 
definite need in this country for 
establishment of a fixed national 
policy—a 
code ot its 
generally 
adopted ideals and principles—was 
expressed'by General Frank Parker 
at the American Legion convention 
here today. 


The eighth corps area command- 
er also said there should be a uni- 
form system for promulgation of 
this doctrine to the people. 
A program to educate our youth 
along definite national policy lines 
is necessary, General Parker said, 
partly due to the 
multiplicity of 


conflicting political and social doc- 
trines being taught In our educa- 
tional institutions. 
He expressed belief the people 
should have a united and solidi- 
fied national though that would 
form the nation's bulwark of de- 
fense against agencies which in the 
future might aim at destruction of 
national unity. 
"In the list of history, we can- 
not expect to find always a strong 
man in a politically executive posi- 
tion or in any other position in 
time of crisis; therefore the doc- 
trine under which this executive 
function sat such a time must be 
so clear thnt both he and those un- 
der his authority will be guided by 
certain definite and fixed ideas al- 
ready understood and accepted by 
our people," the general said. 
He explained there had been per- 
haps no greater collective tragedy 
than was 
the 
civil war, "where 
brave men, by reason of their 
sense of personal honor, fought and 
died because of a confusion oi 
Ideas as to their allegiance to the 
government." 
"Those were the days,", he said, 
"when national unity was sacrific- 
ed, when men of honor and Intel- 
ligence considered their first duty 
was to stand with their state for 
better or worse." 
, 
General Parker pointed to the 
veteran as the logical person to 
Initiate a sound national policy. He 
said the veteran's world war ex- 
perience fitted him well for this 
role. 
Touching on national defense, 
the general said: "This country 
wages war only for the principles 
we feel to be right and must be 
defended at all cost. 
"When these wars are over, It Is 
well that the nation should, In 
mindful and thoughtful attitude 
weigh carefully the lessons of these 
conflicts to the end that we be pre- 
pared to meet under more ad- 
vantageous conditions than in the 
past, such storms as we shall sure- 
ly encounter in the future of our 
national life.
